Claims 1-25 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Montague et al. (U.S. Patent 5,675.782). 

Montague teaches a method for regulating access to an object (col. 10, lines 20), allowing each user to designate the relationship 
£SELS^ and oto users (i.e., groups, see Groups Dialog box 130), identifying one 

meobject (col. 10, line 35), and determining trusted relationships, operatively coupled as claimed (see trustee discussion, col. 10, 
col. 11, col. 13, line 63; see access rights discussion col. 6).
